Sub : Earmarking of Bungalows 

No. 22016-1/90-Pol. II.—The question of ear¬ 
marking certain number of houses for accommo- 
dation of Prime Ministcr/Ministers/Minister of 
State/Deputy Minister and the recognised Leaders 
of the Opposition in the Lok Sabha and the Rajya 
Sabha has been under consideration of the Govt, 
fo some time past. 
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2. While allotting them residence, it has to be 
ensured that the building has sufficient accommo¬ 
dation to take care of their functional needs. 
The first functional need is office accommodation 
preferably in a separate block. The second 
functional necessity is adequate open space to 
receive a large number of visitors. Besides secu¬ 
rity has become another important pre-requisite. 
This also involves construction of some accommo¬ 
dation for security personnel so that they are av¬ 
ailable round the clock, cubicles, etc.. In brief, 
these three basic requisites for Ministerial bunga¬ 
lows have to be ensured on a permanent basis. 
All this would cost considerable amount of 
money and consequently it is necessary to ensure 
that the bungalow with these facilities are always 
allotted to the Prime Minister/Minister/Ministers 
of State/Deputy Ministers/recognised Leaders 
of the Opposition in the Lok Sabha and the Rajya 
Sabha. 

3. The objective above can be achieved only 
by creation of separate pool of accommodation 
taking into account a particular category of houses 
which shall be allotted only to them. Accord¬ 
ingly, it has been decided by Government to 
create a pool of accommodation which shall con¬ 
sist of 70 or so Type-VIll/VII bungalows as 
in Annex, and be used as shown therein. 

4. These orders take immediate effect.
